| THE NEIGHBORS WEEDS 


“What is the. use of 
weeds on my farm when my _ neigh- 
bor lets them grow, and seeds from 
his weeds blow overt my place?” 

This was one of the commonest 
questions which speakers sent ou! by 
the Ontario’ Government on a weed 
campaign this spring had to face. It 
is a question that is often heard in 
Saskatchewan and AYberta, too. As 
pointed out by.John Buchanan of the 
Ontario Agricultural College, when 
such is the case it is a great nuisa.ce, 
causes much extra labor and seems 
unfair. 

Legislation against weeds may .elp 
the situation but there will always 
be people who will be more careless 
than others regarding weed control

ters” of the University of California. 

He is Dr. I. I. Walker, professor 
of tropical medicine in the University 
Medical School, Derkeley, Cal. who 
recently returned from it t4 months’ 
stay in Honolilu, While there he car- 
ried on extensive ‘investigations of 
the cause of leprosy: at the Molokai 
Receiving Hospital. 

Although Dr. Walker made it clear 
his findings are only tentative, he 
predicted that if they are sustained 
by further research they will result 
in changes of great scientific, econo- 
mie and governmental imiportance. 

Here are the two conclasions 
reached as the result’ of his studies in 
Hawi.

“You haye to clear away this an- 
tagonism in the Old Country,” he de-. 
clared. Roster doctors: should be used 
in conjunction with Canadian doctors 
in medical examinations at British 
ports. . ’ : 

Mr. Langley recounted: his experl- 
ence as a member last year of the 
Canadian farmers’ tour of ‘he British 
Isles. He was somewha: critical of 
the 3,000 family settlement echeme. 
The fecling in the Old Country, .Mr.

It occasionally happens that teeth 
erupt faulty in shape or with the en- 
amel pitted and stained, and you won- 
der what has caused it. 

Now avery probable source of this 
trouble is a general disturbance from 
some constitutional disease associat- 
ed with high temperatures, such as, 
scarlet fever, measles, or chicken pox 

Occasionally this disturbance is so 
Breat as to totally destroy the tooth 
germ, but more often it merely af- 
fects the tooth structure as describ- 
ed above. 

But there are two general diseases 
that, In particular affect tooth struc- 
ture and tooth ecuption, 

Of these rickets is a disease of faul- 
ty nutrition and it ig worthy ef note 
that it disease not*oniy of the 
very poor who are denied proper and 
sufficient food, but of the rieh, who 
have an abundance of food but of an 
impro per kind. 

The characteristic affections of the 
teeth from rickets are these; the de- 
ciduous teeth erupt late and, in the 
more extreme cases, there is a gen- 
eral deforinity of the skull and jaws, 
moreover, these teeth are lost eprly, | 
whilst the permanent teeth in turn 
erupt late; the result 1s, faulty or 
mal-occlusion. Moreover, thé teeth

Swift Current reports a. record 
business ‘being: done in automobiles, 
and farm tractors: Money seems fair- 
ly plentiful as a large proportion: of 
the orders placed are on a cush basis. 
Horse sales’and sale of farm equip- 
ment have improved greatly: over 
year, according to the dealers. 
There is also a big demand for rental 
farms and quite a movement in pur- 
chase lands.
